“MONTREAL, June 1.—Now that ihe first burst of excitement 
: and grief at the loss of life through the sinking of the O.P?.R, steam- 
ship Empress of Ireland has partially spent itself, and the general 
publie is settling down to await the government inquiry before 
giving judgment as to the responsibility for the frightful accident, 
an unhappy controversy between the commanders of the two vessels 
is looming large on the horizon, 

‘Doubtless exch of them feels badly over the event itself, but-at 
present it seems to be a case of ‘‘blaming the other fellow’ and 
shirking the blame as far as possible. While the tragedy is written 
so deeply in the hearts of thousands as never to be erased in life, the 
two men who stand out conspiciously before all the world as possibly 
nore or less responsible for it are in wordy conflict over it. 

Kendall's Evidence at Inquest ( 

Captain’ Kendall, of th® lost ship, tells the coroner at Rimouski 
that the captain of the collier Storstad might have prevented loss of 
life if he had kept the Storstad’s nose in the gap she made in the 
impress’ side. 

Captain Anderson of the Storstad in interviews in Montreal says 
he did try to do this, but the Empress “was géing at good speed 
ahead’ and drew away in sucha manner that the bow of the Storstad 
was forced out of the hole. 

Captain Kendall’s evidence in brief is’ to the effect that the 
captain of the Storstad was at fault, first in proceeding ahead when 
the Empress of Ireland had signalled that she was ** under way but 
is stopped aud has no way en her,’’ and second, in backing out from 
the gap she had made in the ~Empress’ side. Captain Kendall is 
backed up by his chief engineer, Wm. Sampson, an Irishman, and. by 
James Rankin, a marine engineer, both of whom state the the collier 
should have kept her nose in the hole and held up the Empress long 
enough to allow the crew to launch the boats ang, get the people off 


in safety, 
Captain Anderson's View : 
Captain Anderson takes quite a different view of the Hipress 
actions prior to the fatal crash by the Storstad. He says the Empress 
was going faust ahead, and it was impossible after the collision to 
keep his vessel's bow in the rent she had made because the Empress 
wes going fest. As to statements made by Captain Kendall and 
uthers to the effect that the Storstad did very little toward using its 
bouts to save lives, Captain Ove Lange, agent for the Storstad, says 
the collier at great risk to itself did everything possible to save the 
Eiwpress’ people and took on board 350, 
; Third Officer Saxe of the Storstad, who was on the bridge at the 
time, corroborated this, The Storstad’s crew, seems inclined to some- 
what freely lay blame on the Bmpress for the accident. The truth, 
it is hoped, will be drawn by the official inquiry whieh is announced 
to open on June # in Quebec city. A préliminary inquiry was begun 
today in Montreal by Captain TAndsay, wreck commissioner. He is 
privately securing for the government information to be used by 
the investigating board. This board will be composed of two judges 
of the Canadian admiralty court to be appointed by the Dominion 
vovernment, and one representative of the . British admiralty 
appointed by the Imperial government.

The principal 
criticism -on the Naturalization 
Bill was directed against the pro- 
Vision that certificates of natural- 
ization could only be issued by 
the Seeretary of State. The Min- 
ister of Justice said that this fol- 
lowed the British provision, and 
he thought it was necessary to 
give the Seeretary of State such 
wide powers. There might be 
cases in which it was desirable to 
withhold naturalization which 
were not covered by the law. In 
opposition to this view it was 
pointed out that in the United 
Kingdom naturalization was like- 
ly to be used for the protection of 
political maleontents of other 
countries, Whereas in Canada nat- 
uralization was neeessary in order 
to give citizenship to people who 
desired to identify themselves 
with the life of Canada. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier moved that the pro- 
vision giving the Secretary of 
State control be struck out. The 
amendinent was declared lost on 
division, 

Discussing the increase of time 
required from three to five years, 
Morphy, Conservative, of Ontario, 
agreed with the view expressed 
hy Neely, of Saskatchewan, that 
it was better to identify immi- 
grants with the life of the coun- 
try at as eurly a date as possible 
after they had had reasonable 
time to make good. He favored 
the three years’ term, Stevens, 
Conservative, of Vancouver, 
strongly supported the five years’ 
provision and also the language 
requirement. After considerable 
discussioh the Minister adjourned 
consideration of the bill, 

The bill to regulate cold stor- 
age warehouses, introduced by 
the Minister of Agriculture, was 
passed. Oliver said that it was 
too late in the session to discuss 
the question of cold storage as it 
should be discussed. The bill was 
simply an abdication of its fune- 
tious by Parliament, giving the 
Government full authority to do 
as it pleased by order in couneil. 
Honourable Mr. Burrell admitted 
that there was foree in the con- 
tention that the bill should have 
been introduced sooner. He had 
intended to refer it to the com. 
mittee on agriculture for consid- 
eration, but the stage of the ses- 
sion made this impossible, He 
raticr intimated that the present 
action of the Government would 
be limited to enquiry 

A bill to amend the Inspection 
aiid Sales Act, introduced by the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
was passed. Its principal purpose 
was to put ‘feed’ under the 
suine regulations as to weight and 
inspection as meal and flour.

were on the bridge at the time of the

“On the way up the river,” contin- 
ued Nault, “an examination was made 
to ascertain the extent of the damage 
done to the Storstad.

Ten Men Arrested on Suspicion and Placed in Lockup at Hardisty

Amisk, June 1.—Before midnight 
last night six men were under arrest 
on suspicion of having murdered Jas. 
Chivas, the Amisk justice of the peace 
and merchant. By nine o'clock this 
morning four more were in custody, 
Over 800 mounted men are scouring 
the country. In addition these who 
were arrested and placed in the Har- 
disty lock-up, scores of hoboes and 
tramps were dragged from freight 
trains all the way from Wetaskiwin 
in the west as far east as Czar. Only 
two men so far are sufficiently close 
to the description given by people 
who saw the men either before or 
after the crime was committed to in-

Description of Men. 

The men wanted vary in_ height 


from five feet eight inches to five feet 
ten inches. Two are black complex- 
ioned and solidly, but not stoutly 
built. They are wearing overalls. 
The third man, the one who commit- 
ted the murder, is tall and siim with 
a small moustache and wearing a 
cap. The murder was committed at 
7.58 on Saturday evening in the 
iAmisk Hotel.

With Mayor McNamara and Alder- 
man Smith absent, and Alderman Bast 
disagreeing ,the remaining two mem- 
bets of the counci! committee on op- 
eration of utilities—Aldermen Clarke 
and Kinney—decided this morning to 
recommend to the city council appro 
val of wn increase in the rates for bu- 
siness telephones of fifteen dollars a 
year, as recommended by Commis- 
sioner Chalmers, but that residence 
phone rates remain as af present un- 
til further investigation by the com- 
missioner and superintendent of the 
department, 

Commissioner Chalmers and Super- 
intendent Caldwell were present at 
this morning's meeting. Their recom- 
mendation was that business phone 
rates be raised from $20 and $33 té 
$45 and $48; while residence phones 
were to go from $20 and $23 to $24 
and $27. Alderman East wanted to 
have the report of the commissioner 
approved, but Aldermen Clarke and 
Kinney overruled him, The two alder- 
men declared that as 2,000 more tele- 
phones comld be installed without in- 


creasing the accommodation in the 
centrals ,and that meant without in- 
creasing the capif&lization, that the 


present rates for residence telephones 
could stay in fora@® until it was shown 


that they were being operated at a 
loss. 

“The total deficit against the de- 
partment at the end of May, this year, 


will be just about $103,000," declared ' 
Superintendent Caldweil, in urging the 
higher rates. This means that the de- 
ficit for May will be about $8,000, as 
the total deficit before that period was 
about $95,000, 

In the resolution prepared by Alder- 
men Clarke and Kinney for the coun- 
cil, they state it as their opinion that 
the charter should make It compusory 
on each succeeding council to make 
the revenue jin each department meet 
the operating exepenses, even if this 
means a constant increase: in the 
rates. 

Those members gf the operation 
committee present at this morning's 
meeting approved the proposed new 
schedule of rates for the water de- 
*artment as submitted by Commis- 
sioner Chalmers and as published in 
the Bulletin last Wednesday.

The accused made a long statement 
in the witness bdéx, and his solicitor 
suggested to the prosecution that the 
deposit paid was for an option and 
not for the purchase of the lease. 
Mary McNott was called and deposed 
that Hinde had told her he had sold 
the lease in Calgary for $5 an acre, 
and on another occasion that he had 
sold it for $16,000, and had taken 
deposit of $1,000. 

A charge of obtaining money under 
false pretences, brought against E. R. 
‘Tamblin, of the Calgary Ojl and 
Petroleum Exchange, Jasper avenue, 
by George Westcof, real estate agent, 
was withdrawn after the magistrate 
had been placed in possession of the 
facts. “I canot see any evidence >f 
fraud,” he said, “there are a lot . of 
people who have been getting im- 
patient over this oil business, but they 
must wait their turn.”
